CRUISER IZUMRUD SCUTTLED. 


Blown Up by Russians to Prevent 
Capture—Captain’s Report. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 1.—Offi- 
cial reports on the naval battle are be- 
ginning to be received by the Emperor 
and the Grand Duke Alexis, the High 
Admiral, the most important of these 
reports so far revealing the fate of 
the cruiser Izumrud, being a telegram 
from her Captain, Baron Ferzen, dated 
Tune 1, saying he had blown up hie 
chip and briefly describing the battle 

The Baron says that before dark on 
May 27 the Oslyabya, the Alexander 
III., and the Borodino had been sunk 
the Kniaz Souvaroff, the Kam- 
and the Ural had been se- 
riously damaged and were lost to 
sight. The command then devolved on 
Admiral Nebogatoff. 

In the evening the 
Orel, the Admiral Apraxine, 
miral Seniavin, the Admiral Ousha- 
koff, the Sissoi Veliki, the Navarin, 
the Admiral Nakhimoff, and the Izum- 
rud sailed northeastward, the last- 
named being charged to transmit or- 
ders to the battleships. Two other 
cruisers were cut off from the fleet 
and were not again seen. 

The battleships, steaming at fourteen 
knots, were repeatedly attacked by the 
Japanese torpedo boats, especially at 
the extremities of the lines. At dawn 
it was ascertained that the battleship 
division consisted of the Nikolai L., 
the Orel, the Admiral Apraxine, and 
the Admiral Seniavin. 

At sunrise May 28 smoke from the 
Japanese ships reappeared on the hori- 
zon, whereupon the Admiral gave or- 
ders for increased speed. The Admiral 
Seniavin and the Admiral Apraxine 
dropped behind. 

Toward 10 o’clock the Japanese fleet 
appeared, first to port and then to 
starboard, while the cruiser division 
manoeuvred behind the Russians to 
starboard. Baron Ferzen continues: 

“TI was cut off from the squadron, 
and, finding it impossible to rejoin it,

DRIFT ON JAPANESE SHORE. 


Three More Russian Ships Will Prob- 
ably Be Captured. 


LONDON, June 1.—The Daily Tele- 
graph's Tokio correspondent says that 
three Russian warships, of the Izum- 
rud, Kniaz Souvaroff, and Aurora types 
respectively, have arrived at Hamada, 
on the west coast of Honshiu, Japan, 
and will probably be captured. 


NAGASAKI, June 1.—Three damaged 
Russian vessels have drifted ashore off 
the coast of the Province of Nagato. 

It is rumored that the Russian ar- 
mored cruisers Rossia and Gromoboi 
were sunk by torpedo boats. 

Russian torpedo boats from Vladi- 
vostok captured the Japanese steamer 
Daishen of 700 tons off Hokkaido, (the 
northernmost island of Japan,) and 
placed a prize crew of thirteen men on 
board with orders to take the vessel to 
port. By mistake the Russian com- 
mander of the Daishen headed for Gen-

| Russian Officer Tells of Fearful Re- 


sults of Japanese Fire. 


| LONDON, Friday, June 2.—The To- 

kio correspondent of The Daily Ex- 
press sends a story of the battle told 
by an officer of the battleship Boro- 
dino who is now at Sasebo. The officer 
says: 

‘**Admiral Rojestvensky came on 
board early in the battle and directed 
the fighting from the Borodino’s flyr 
ing bridge. At 3 o’clock the Japanese 
battleships Shikishima and Fuji opened 
every gun upon us. A projectile struck 
the forward barbette, in which I had 
charge of a 12-inch gun, and this ren- 
dered us all insensible. 

“TI groped out of the smoke-filled 
barbette to the deck and there found 
a rain of projectiles. Dozens were ly- 
ing dead or wounded at every turn. I 
returned to the barbette, but was only 
able to fire two rounds when two pro- 
jectiles struck us_ simultaneously, 
wrecked the barbette, disabled both the 
12-inch guns, and killed eighteen of- 
ficers and men.” 

The officer proceeds to describe how 
the Borodino now became a veritable 
shambles, successive shells destroying 
the steering gear and ammunition 
hoists, so that the shells had to be 
carried by hand. Admiral Rojestvensky 
was wounded and transferred to a de- 
stroyer, and as the destroyer left she 
was assailed by a hail of small-arm 
ammunition. 

“It was now 4 o’clock,”’ the officer 
continues. “The Borodino had been 
repeatedly struck in the hull and was 
settling down, with no hope of saving 
her. 

“The Japanese had broken our bat- 
tle formation and were closing in, con- 
centrating their fire on our fighting 
tops, of the crews of which hardly one 
escaped. Fire had now broken out in 
several places, adding to the horror of 
our situation, and it was decided to 
withdraw from the firing line for the 

\ purpose of repairing our steering gear. 
But we were surrounded by eight Japa- 
nese ships and bombarded on every 
side. We still fought desperately with 
our after twelve-inch guns and what 
was left of our smaller guns, and with 
about half our complement of men. But 
the Borodino sank lower and lower. 

“Toward evening, after we had lost 
100 men, we noticed two Japanese de- 
stroyers coming toward us. We sank 
one with a well-directed shell. The 
other launched a torpedo, which missed 
us. All the men in the engine rooms 
were driven on.deck by the flames 0 
the spreading fire. 

“Pjnally a Japanese torpedo flotilla 
bore down upon us, and an explosion 
caused the Borodino to turn turtle. I, 
with forty others, was rescued from the 
sea by the Japanese armored cruiser 
Kasuga, and was transferred to the 
| shore.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph publishes a con- 
tinuation of the description of the naval 
battle from a correspondent with the 
Japanese fleet. He says: 

“The tremendous cannonade had not 
ceased from 2 o'clock Saturday after- 
noon until 2 o’clock Sunday morning, 
when the formation of the Japanese 
fleet remained unaltered, but the bat- 
tle was not finished until Monday 
morning. 

“The Russians made straight for the 
waters of Tsu Channel without any at- 
tempt at reconnoissance, convincing 
the Japanese that they were afflicted 
with excessive confidence. The facts 
have proved that the Russians were 
completely ignorant of the exact 
whereabouts of the Japanese fleet, 

which lay concealed in places kept 

strictly secret. There was no fog, but 
the movements of the fleet were ham- 
pered by great waves. 

‘Almost every Japanese sheH told, 

and told well. The Russians made re- 
peated but unavailing efforts to break 
the ring of steel, and at night they 
concentrated a fearful fire on the Japa- 


nese torpedo flotillas.

pany to suspend payments. A meeting of 
the old and new Directors will be held to- 
day at the office of William B. Ellison. 
The former Directors include Frank J.

At the meeting of the stockholders, 718 
shares of stock were represented, and the 
committee recently appointed was added 
to. Mr. Feitner announced that when the 
motion to make the temporary receivers 
permanent comes up in Hudson, N. Y., on 
Saturday, it would be postponed for one 
week.

LAKE MOHONK, N. Y., June 1.—A new 
mode! treaty which, it is hoped, will ob- 
viate in future such trouble as arose 
during the last session of Congress, will 
be drafted by a committee appointed by 
the Inter-Parliamentary Peace Union. 
This announcement was made at to-day’s 
session of the Lake Mohonk International 
Arbitration Conference in a letter from 
Congressman Bartholdt, President of the 
Inter-Parliamentary Peace Union. 

Mr. Bartholdt, who is now in Europe, 
wrote that, at a recent meeting of 
Executive Committee of the union, pre- 
sided over by Mr. Beernaert, former Prime 
Minister of Belgium,

were encountered in the United States last 
Winter might be overcome. It finally was 
decided to appoint a committee to draft a 
model treaty along the lines suggested, 
and Mr. Bartholdt was named as Chatir- 
man.

Better Defense, Especially by Torpedo 
Boats, Needed for Pacific Coast. 


To the Rditor of The New York Times: 

The words of our President on Memorial 
Day are very timely on the question of the 
increase of the navy—especially true are 
i they in view of the fact that we have 
an extended seaboard on the Pacific 
Coast, and great cities there which may 
require protection in the not distant 
future. 

Suppose, and it is only a supposition, to 
illustrate one point, that our relations 
with Japan should become a strained re- 
lation? In such a case we can imagine 
a fleet under Togo coming across the 
Pacific to see about it, and to be on hand 
in case of trouble. We remember well 
when there was a rumor during the 
“Spanish war’ of a ship of that country 
being seen in Northern waters, and how 
much some people were disturbed by it. 

‘*In time of peace prepare for war.'’ We 
have no “ Pacifie fleet’’ worth speaking 
of, but we have great cities on our West- 
ern coast. From the last sea fight in 
Korea Bay we have learned that it was 
the ‘submarines and the torpedo boats ”’ 
which wrought such havoc among the 
giant “ Russian warships.” ‘‘A mouse 
will scare an elephant,’ and put him to 
flight, and the nation that has the great- 
est number of these and the most skill in 
handling them is likely to win the day.

THE PROPOSED THIRD TRACKS. 


Some Reasons Why They Should Not 
Be Allowed. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

An elevated railroad through an avenue 
of New York City can never again be re- 
garded as the best means of rapid transit, 
because it involves serious injury to the 
avenue and to all the streets crossed by 
the avenue. The definite proposal is 
now made to place a third track in con- 
nection with the elevated railroad struct- 
ures along Second and Third Avenues} 
for the double purpose of relieving local 
congestion’ and of affording more rapid 
and convenient transit for passengers to 
and from the Bronx. This congestion is 
largely artificial, being created by. the 
continued use, on many miles of east side 
streets, of ancient conveyances unknown 
in other Northern cities—namely, horse 
ears for surface travel. Passengers who 
would gladly travel in surface electrics 
between points in the district between the 
Battery and Thirty-fourth Street, the 
Bowery and the East River, are deprived 
of the privilege of doing so, and con- 
strained to seek the cars on Second and 
Third Avenues. A sincere desire to re- 
lieve congested local traffic on the east 
side elevated railroads below Thirty- 
fourth Street can best be shown by the 
Rapid Transit Commission’s efforts to se- 
cure the electrification of all existing 
horse-car routes in the district named. 
The attempt to relieve this particular 
congestion by further congesting—with 
elevated structures—two of its best thor- 
oughfares would appear humorous were 
its probable results less certainly disas- 
trous! 

The proposal to construct a third track 
on Second Avenue from One Hundred | 
and Twenty-second Street to the City! 
Hall should be rejected for the additional 
reason that from Third Street to the 
City Hall the third track would still fur- 
ther add to the noise and shock which 
afflict the dwellers on Allen and Division | 
Streets, that are already virtually unfit) 
for humen habitation by reason of the 
tracks already occupying them. 

Reasoning upon the basis of the great- | 
est good to the greatest. number, (the 
relatively small population of the Bronx 
compared with the teeming population of 
the avenues to be obstructed and dark- 
ened,) the balance is heavily in favor of 
clearing the thoroughfares in Manhattan 
now ruined for dwelling purposes by the 
presence of elevated structures, while 
pushing forward with the utmost rapidity 
the construction of subways. 

In order to place the third track along 
the Bowery, it will be necessary to’stretch 
latticed girders from pillar to pillar. This 
will destroy the one ample thoroughfare 
now abundantly light and spacious on the 
whole lower east side. To see how the 
Bowery would look after the structure 
was in place, it is only necessary to ob- 
serve the present appearance of Grand 
Street and the Bowery, where the elevated 
railroad station occupies the middle of the 
stfeet, as the proposed third track would 
oecupy it throughout its length. Second 
Avenue at Thirty-fourth Street affords 
another terrible example of the proposed 
appearance of a fine thoroughfare. 

It appears that all the disadvantages 
are combined in the proposed plan; part 
of the structure is to be four-track, with 
darkness and noise; part of it is to be 
three-track, with obstruction, darkness, 
and noise, and part of it is to be of the 
nature of superstructure, towering above 
the upper stories of the houses which line 
the avenues. D. W.

JERSEY AUTO LAW IN FORCE. 


New Bill May Be Passed Against Tires 
That Injure the Roads. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWARK, June 1.—Automobilists may 
have another law to contend with in New 
Jersey next year, as well as the one re- 
cently passed, which went into effect to- 
day. According to County Engineer 
James Owen, the Legislature will be 
asked to regulate the tires used on the 
machines, as it has been found that those 
largely -in_ use, consisting of a heavy 
shoe, ‘studded with brass’ knobs, have 
played havoc with the highways. 

Mr. Owen says he is convinced that a 
bill designating the use of a plain rubber 
tire or shoe will be presented next year. 
He said, after an inspection of the Pomp- 
ton Turnpike: 

‘““T saw several machines go past me 
at a rate of from thirty to sixty miles an 
hour, and although I tried repeatedly to 
take their numbers I found it impossible, 
for behind each was a cloud of heavy dust 
stringing out for a couple of hundred feet. 
And when I examined the road I found 
the wheel tracks outlined by two furrows. 
The roadbed was hard and had been in 
goog shape, but the brass knobs on the 
driving wheels had torn out the crushed 
stone and scattered it on both sides.”

Get Vessels. 


VISITS B 


Commission Wants Craft of 4,000 or 
5,000 Tons to Carry Dredges 
and Railway Engines. \ 


LONDON, June 1.—Richard L. Farn- 
ham, a Director of the Panama Railway, 
has arrived in England. His mission is 
the chartering of several ships for the 
Panama Canal Commission, and_ he. is 
now making a tour of the shipyards. of 
Great Britain, inspecting available ves- 
sels. He has already visited shipyards at 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, Liverpool, and Glas- 
gow. 

Mr. Farnham desires vessels of from 
4,000 to 5,000 tons, which are said to be 
not available in the United States, be- 
cause all American vessels of this size 
are profitably engaged in the coastwise 
trade. Many small vessels are obtainable 
in the United States, but the Canal Com- 
mission desires ships capable of earrying 
dredges, railway engines and trucks, and 
other heavy material to be used in the 
construction of the canal.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—The visit of 
R. L. Farnham to London is for the pur- 
pose of chartering ships for the Panama 
Canal Commission. This is in accordanee 
with the announcement made some time 
ago by the Administration that the Presi- 
dent would charter instead of buying. 

At the time critics of the Administration 
charged the President with receding from 
his original position. A statement iseued 
from Secretary Taft's office denied that. 
there was any backing down. The orig- 
inal announcement was that the Admin- 
istration contemplated purchasing sup- 
plies in the open market. The restriction 
subsequently made was that only sup- 
plies immediately needed would be so 
purchased and that two ships would be 
chartered. 


MOROCCO DEFYING FRANCE. 


Sultan Definitely Declines to Accept 
Reform Proposals. 


TANGIER, June 1.—The Sultan hes 
definitely informed St. Réné Taillandier, 
the French Minister, that he is unable to 
aecept the French proposals for the re 
form of the administration» of Morosce. 
His decision will be communicated to the 
representatives of the powers here in an 
official note from Mohammed El Torres, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, together with 
an intimation that the Sultan desires 
that any reforms introduced 
the consent of the powers. 

The Foreign Minister will ask for the 
views of each of the powers, with the 
object of holding a conference on the 
subject. 


PARIS, June 1—The Foreign Office's 
advices from Tangier show that efforts 
are being made by prominent Moors to 


persuade the Sultan to submit the French 
reform proposals to an international oon- 
ference of the powers, but the advices of 
the Foreign Office add that the Sultan 
has not acceded to this influence. 

Special dispatches to the Figaro and 
other papers from Tangier maintain that 
it is the Sultan himself who has decided 
to submit the French propositions to the 
powers.

Aldermen May Base It on New Appii- 
cation of the Port Chester Co. 


The test of the constitutionality of the 
ne wlaw depriving the Board of Aldermen 
of all power over public service franchises 
is likely to be made on the franchise ap- 
plication of the New York and Port Ches- 
ter Railroad Company. This is the road 
which failed to get its franchise from the 
Aldermen after a fight lasting nearly two 
years.

The ten picked pris- | 
oners comprising the brigade hurried to 
their posts and in three-quarters of. a/|

Hun- | 
dreds were outside working on the docks | 
and in the stone sheds. When they heard 
the cries of “‘ Fire! "’ they started to rush | 
to the house.

Ati the last meeting of the trustees of 
the Children's Aid Society the committee 
transferred the Brace Memorial Fund to 
the Treasurer of the society, The fund 
now amounts to $62,000, and was con- 
tributed by the people of New York in 
memory of the late Charles L. Brace, 
founder of the Children’s Aid Society, who 
died in August, 1890. 

The Memorial Committee—Howard Pot- 
ter, William A. Booth, and George S. Coe 
—décided that the most useful purpose to 
which the memorial fund tould be put 
was to establish a trust fund, the income 
to be used for special practical training 
of homeless boys in the Newsboys’ Lodg- 
ing House at 14 New Chambers Street.
